UNEMPLOYMENT BENEFITS. 


PERIODS FOR PAYMENT IN 
NORTHERN IRELAND. 


The third special period for the payment 
of unemployment benefit will end on Ist No 
vember next, and in some cases claimants have 
unfortunately already exhausted the fuil 
amount of benefit to which they are entitled in 
that period. Exactly the same provision has 
been made in Northern Ireland as in Great 
Britain for the payment of a total of 22 wecks’ 
benefit in the period of seven months ending Ist 
November next, and where claimants had a 
sufficient credit of contributions they were able 
to draw 20 weeks’ continuous benefit, followed 
hy a gap of one week, before the two remain- 
ing weeks could be drawn. As the Sth April 
last wats the first date on which this benefit 
became payable, some claimants had received 
their full weeks’ benefit by the 15th September, 
and are @énsequently ineligible for further 
benefit until 2nd November next—a period of 
seven weeks. This period without benefit is, 
of course, reduced in the case of claimants 
who did not come on to benefit until after the 
Sth April last. 

The large majority of claimants, however, had 
no credit of contributions at the commencement 
of the third special period, and in their case 
the Act provided that the 22 weeks’ benefit 
could only be paid in periods of five weeks each, 
followed by intervals of five weeks, during 
which no benefit was paid. These intervals 
were subsequently reduced to one week as 
from 20th July last: The effect of imposing 
these gaps in the case of uncovenanted persons 
was to spread the 22 weeks’ benefit over the 
whole of the third special period, and, as a 
result, the claimants will be in receipt of 
benefit up to practically the end of the period, 
subject to one week's gap without benefit being 
served after receipt of each five weeks’ benefit 


CREDIT OF CONTRIBUTIONS. 


While the provjsions of the Act provide for 
all claimants receiving the same number of 
weeks’ benefit in the third special period, it 
will be seen that the claimant with contribu- 
tions was given the advantage of drawing the 
full 22 weeks’ benefit in practically a continuous 
period, with, however, the result of a larger 
gap at the end of the period. Claimants 
without a eredit of contributions are, on the 
other hand, recéiving their benefit by instal- 
menta, and the earliest date on which they can 
exhaust their 22 weeks’ benefit is 25th October 
next, 

The fourth special period for the payment of 
unemployment benefit will run from 2nd No- 
vember, 1922, to the Ist July, 1923. As the law 
at present stands, claimants without contribu- 
tions will be allowed an aggregate of 12 weeke’ 
benefit. This period of 12 wecks’ benefit may 
be increased in certain circumstances by two 
additional periods of not more than five weeks 
eat he grant of any benefit in excess of 
12 weeks will, however, only be made to persons 
who can show a credit of three contributions 
for each week of benefit claimed.

DISMAS ED SCHOONER. 


_. 
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RESCUE OFF IRISH COAST. 


Bound from Tynemouth to Glasgow with a 
eargo of china clay, the schooner, Cecil Brind- 
ley, of Plymouth, was yesterday morning towed 
into the port of Dublin, dismasted, and wrecked 
above decks 

In an interview with the mate of the vessel 
it was learned that the Cecil Brindley belonged 
to Plymouth, and that her owner Captain W. 
T. Cunndy, was on board for the passage. Mr. 
James Stevens, the chief mate, said that on 
last Sunday morning, when 36 miles north-east 
of the Longehips Light, they encountered a 
gale and heavy seas, Their first mishap was 
when a breakage ‘of the tackle of the main 
boom occurred, two of the crew being seriously 
injured. 

George Hodge had an arm broken, and 
Thomas Orton, the cook of the vessel, had his 
left arm badly wrenched, 

With two of her crew disabled, the 
Cecil Brindley, damaged in her gear, continued 
on her trip till she had to heave to on Mon- 
day night off “The Bishop's.” The southerly 
gale resumed iis violence Tremendous seas 
were running and breaking over the schooner, 
when at 2 a.m. the weather lanyards were 
carried away. At 45) a.m. the fore-mast 
smashed above the deck, and went overboard, 
and in its fal! slightly injured: a lad named 
William Denham. ' 

The ekipper and the chief officer cut away 
the trailing sticks and cordage, but there was 
yet to come more trouble, for the main mast 
also smashed and fell over the stern of the 
vessel, breaking the rail and causing other 
damage. 

In her dismasted and helpless condition the 
schooner was sighted by the steam collier, 
Cameo, which came as close as possible to her, 
and suggested that those aboard the Cecil 
Prindley should leave in their own boat and 
hoard the collier. Owing to the injured men, 
however, such a course was mnpracticable. 

A little later the Clyde Shipping Company's 
steamer, Saltees:, bound from Glasgow to 
Southampton, hove in sight, and bore down te 
the assistance of the schooner. By clever 
manipulation of his vesse: the caplain of the 
Raltees got close enough to the Cecil Brindley 
to pass a line, and then transfer a towing 
hawser to the schooner, after which he brought 
her safely into the Alexandra Basin, Dublin. 

A Corporation ambulance took the injured 
members of the crew to Jervis Street Hospital. 

Yesterday the vessel had ner pumps at work, 
cleaning out water which had entered “ over- 
board" and by leakage through the straining of 
her timbers. 

The mate of the Ceeil Brindley said that he 
believed that if the ss. Seltees had not come 
to the rescue the schooner must have been 
driven ashore on the Irish coast line.

TRANSPORT.

In reply to the guestion—' Is the greatest 
use made by producers of the facilities ane 
at present on the waterways, or is rail a 
seed transport found & afford such facilities, 
having regard to the character of modern busi- 
ness transactions, as to justify their greater 
cost ?,”’ the Engineer says :— 

“No. Rail and road preferred, largely, how- 
ever, due to want of facilities on canal and lack 
of encouragement.” 

In answer to another question, the Engineer 
states :— Low 

“For perishable goods and fast deliveries 
motor road tran t is not a competitor of 
the canal, as the latter is useless for such pur- 
poses, Horse transport with farm carts, and 
also heavy motor transport, does great damage 
to roads, and should bear fair proportion of cost 
and upkeep. Canal, properly developed and 
nn Én a might make it unprofitable for many 
farmers and others to use road transport for 
certain classes of produce.” 

The report was duly noted. 


ULSTER'S COST OF LIVING. 
——— 


INTERESTING EVIDENCE AT 
INQUIRY. 


The Departmental Committee on the Cost of 
Living in Northern Ireland resumed its sittimgs 
in Belfast yesterday, when evidence was given 
by Messrs. H. Attwood, John Beatty, and 
Harry C. Spiers on behalf of the Engimeering 
and Shipbuilding Federation. 

The evidence was to the effect that the cost 
of living to the working classes in Belfast 
during the months from August to October, 
1921, when the Federation carried out a series 
of investigations, was 20 per cent. higher than 
the figures issued by the Imperial authorities. 
A number of actual family budgets were 
quoted, comparing prices in 1914 with the pre- 
sont. The figures in these cases were 5s. 8d. 
and £2 lis. 2id.: £1 6s. 2id. amd £2 13s. 10d.; 
£1 5s. 7d. and £2 13s. 7d.; and 8s; 7jd. and 
16s. 10}. 

Mr. Robertson said that the quality of tea in 
1914 was better than now at a given price. It 
was three times better. 

Miss Galway. expressed a similar 
The 1914 tea was much better at ac 
rate than now. 

Mr. Spiers said that some of 
showed an increase of 100 per cent. 

In reply to the. Chairman, witness said thai 
he was secretary of the Anti-Profiteering 
Committee, whose object was to get prices re- 
duced. They brought about interviews, and as 
a result they got bread reduced and a promise 
of the reduction of the price of milk. Spéakin 
generally, he said that he believed they di 
some good, with the help of the Press. He 
believed that the price of bread would not 
have been reduced only for their efforts. 

In reply to Mr. Dale, he said that he could 
not. possibly go into who was to blame for the 
high prices—producers, manufacturers, of 
middlemen. A short time ago potatoes were 
sold in Belfast market at 2s, 3d. a hundred- 
weight, and retailed at 8d. or 10d, a stone. He 
thought that was too much. One shilling on 
the top of the 2s. 3d. was enough. 


FARMERS NOT TO BLAME. 


To Major M‘Cormack—They found that in 
some articles the farmer was getting pre-war 
prices, but those afticles were not retailed at 
euch prices. He would say that the farmer was 
not to blame for the present high prices, 
although it was between the farmer and the 
middleman. 

To Mr. Freeland—It was difficult to get any 
figures as to the price of fish. He saw in the 
Press that they had been thrown back into the 
sea when certain prices could not be obtained. 

Continuing, the witness said that the price of 
coal pre-war was about 25s. 6d. a ton; now it 
was £2 12s. Gd. to £2 15s. They did not get 
an interview with the coal merchants, and he 
was unable to give figures as to the price of 
coal in Belfast and at the pithead. 

Mr. Freeland said that if they looked up the 
papers they would see that nearly all the coa! 
sold in Belfast came from Scotland. 

Mr. Thomas—And it is sold as English coal. 
(Laughter.) 

r. Spiers, continuing his evidence, said that 
as regards clothing he was 
moment io state what tailors’ wages were at 
present. A pre-war shirt at 4s. 6d. would now 
cost about 12s. 6d. Hats costing 38. 9d. in pre- 
war times were now 10s.

As regards railway rates, the witness said 
that they were 100 per cent. up, and mineral 
transport fares were proportionately higher. 
They had not approach the railway com- 
panies for som? time. The companies always 
said—“We will consider the matter, 
you know.” (Laughter.) 

7 oe to Mr. Thomas—Witness said that 
the Anti-Profiteering Committee had not gone 
into the relative prices of whiskey in England 
and Ireland. There were more “dtys” than 
‘wets” on the Committee. However, he be- 
lieved that the prices here were giving great 
dissatisfaction to workers.

SCOTLAND AND 
IRISH STORES. | 
DEPUTATION TO SIR A. 
GRIFFITH-BOSCAWEN.

The recent order of the Board of 
Agriculture ( and) con ing the importa- 
tion and sale Irish store ca in Seotland 
was discussed last night at the Ministry of 
Agriculture, when an influential deputation 
representing ttish farmers and auctioneers 
waited upon the President of the Board to 
ask that the whole of the Scottish markets 
should be to the n of such cattle 
instead. of thy 8 specified by the Order. 

The Order was originally introduced in con- 
nection with the serious outbreak of foot-and- 
mouth disease, atid under it only the markets 
at Forfar, Perth, Sterling, Edinburgh, Laurence- 
kirk and Kincardine were ified as places 
where Irish stores éould be kept and sold under 
the 6 days’ detention regulation imposed by the 
Ministry's order. 

There aré now two other markets authorised 
for receptioi—St. Boswell’s, Roxburgh, and the 
Relmont auction market at Aberdeen, but up 
to the present they have not been used. The 
amen has resulted in. a much decreased 
importation of storg cattle into Scotlend from 
Ireland, Irish breeders not being willing to 
ship their stock to meet a chance sale, ano 
Scottish fatmers being unwilling to incur the 
expense of travelli long distances in order 
to make their pufchases and to train them 
back to their home destinations. 

The deputation al nag the request to 
Sir Arthur Griffith- awen yesterday that the 
whole of the markets in Scotland should be 
freed, so far as Irish store cattle was concerned, 
while at the same time no demand was made 
for the lifting of the 6 days’ detention govern- 
ing the removal of cattle from one market to 
another. It was pointed out to the Minister 
that considerable hardship was now inflicted 
upon Scottish farmers in remote districts, who 
wished to obtain the stores, and that, in view 
of the fact that the outbreak of foot-and-mouth 
disease had been eradicated, there was no rea- 
son why one district should be placed in a 
favoured position as a another. Scot- 
land, it was pointed out, wanted 120,000 store 
eattle within the next few months, but unless 
the whole of the markets were open, there 


them. 

Sir A. Griffith-Boscawen, after hearing the 
arguments of the principal speaker, Mr. Alex- 
ander Batchelor, Vice-President of the National 
Farmers’ Union oí Scotland, stated that he 
would givé the matter every consideration, and 
would make known his decision at the earliest 
possible moment.

HUNGER STRIKE, BROKEN. 
————- am 
PRISONERS IW CORK JAIL. 


The hunger strike which was declared on 
Bunday by the 435 irregulars who are in- 
terned in Cork Jail ended on Tuesday. Thir- 
teen prisoners took food on Monday morning, 
and by Tuesday morning the number had in- 
eteased to 71, The other prisoners then de- 
tided to bfeak their self-imposed fast. 

it is estimated that damage to the extent ol 
£3,000 was done. by the prisoners to the jal on 
Sunday. Descriptions of the disturbances were 
riven at a military inquiry on Monday evening 
—Coroner’s inquests cannot be held in Cork 
without the written authority of the competent 
military authority—into the circumstances con- 
pected with the death of. Patrick mwangan, a 
prisoner, who was shot by the troops. 

Commandant Scott said that on the 25rd 
mst. the prisoners’ commandant handed him a 
net of démands, and said that if they were not 
granted, a hunger strike would begm at 7 o clock 
on the following morning. The demands were :— 
(1) The cell doors and yard doors open from 8 
a.m. to 9 p.m.; (2) free communication between 
men in all wings; (5) Parcels, letters, in and 
out, to be allowed; (4) supply of mattresses, 
blankets, enamel mugs, pilates, knives and 
forks. 

Regarding 1, 2, and 5, he told the prisoners 
representative that, owing to the abuse of 
privileges, all privileges except that of exercise 
nad been withdrawn. As regards No. 4, the 
‘prisoners were better equipped than his own 
men. - 

The prisoners were boisterous al) night, and 
in the morning all of them, except six, ref 
to take breakfast. They were allowed mto the 
exercise yards at 8 o'clock, and at 11 o'clock 
were ordered to reiurn to their cells. Witness 
then detailed the steps that were taken to get 
the prisoners to obey the order, and said that 
finally the guard was ordéred to fire and 


Rev. Father D. V. Wilson said that before 
the trouble occurred he was asked by the, 
prisoners to hear confessions. The “com- 
mandant ” of the prisoners said that the con- 
fessions should be “ unconditional "—that any 
men who were to make confessions would go 
on tlie understanding that they were fully pre- 
pared to carry on when the opportunity pre 
sented itself. 

Witriegs explained to him that such an attl- 
tudé was impossible, as confession implied, on 
the penitent’s part, the telling of sins for which 
he was sorry, and would be resolved to avoid 
in the future. He fetorted and said, “ We have 
priests on both sides of the fence,” adding that 
witness's was just a personal opinion. He said 
ander those circumstances confession on the 
part of the men was impossible, and — 
that that ended the. matter in his eyes. Wit- 
ness tried to reason further with him, and 
told him that ho priest under those circum- 
atamces would hear any confessions, republican 
ot otherwise. He said they were now under 
going hunger strike, and the only course open 
to them was to carry on. Witness told him if 
atiy of the prisoners wished to have confession 
heard on the understanding that they would 
take no further active opposition to the recog- 
nised Government that he (witness) would make 
the necessary arrangements with. the com- 
mandant immediately. The commandant, when 
witness went to him in reference to the matter, 
asked witness to wait until they were back in 
their cells, when it would be easier to interview 
them. 

The witness added that in his opinion the 
Officer of the guard “did all that a sane man 
could do to get the prisoners peacefully out of 
the yard.” 

The court found that Mangan met his death 
as the result of a shot fired by # sentry in the 
execution of his duty, and that the officer who 
gave the order to fire was justified, as the 
prisoners had sufficient warnings and ample time 
to comply with the order to return to their 
ells.

A 
splendid destiny lay before her, That 
great Cretan, M. Venizelos, stood at 
the head of affairs, and his magni; 
ficent work for the Allied cause assured 
him of their special favour. At 
the Peace Oonference M. Venizelos 
achieved all his desires. Greater Hellas 
became an accomplished fact. Smyrna 
was restored to the motherland from 
which it had been divorced for so many 
centuries, Thrace and the islands became 
Greek again, and M. Venizelos held an 
honoured place among the statesmen of 
the world. Then disaster fell. Misled by 
cunning agitation, the people of Greece 
denied their champion and recalled their 
traitor king. They immediately forfeited 
the friendship of France, and, although 
Britain continued to support their cause, 
she could not forget the part which Con- 
stantine had played during the war. Back 
on his throne, this foolish king abandoned 
himself to the lust for power. He was. 
not content with M. Venizelos’s achieve- 
ments. He saw himself as a second

NEWS SUMMARY. 


IRELAND. 


There was no new development in the 
Irish postal strike yesterday. The Post- 
master-General announced further im- 
provements in the postal and telegraph 
services, but the Executive of the Postal 
Workers’ Union denied his statements.— 
(P. 5.) | 

Sir James Craig arrived yesterday in 


authorised possession of bombs or fire 
arms. The proposed penalties include 
death, imprisonment, fines and deporta- 
tion. By the adoption of this resolution 
Parliament would put in the Army’s hands 
all the sanctions of the high, the middle 
and the low justice over the whole civil 
population of Southern Ireland. Parlia- 
ment was fully justified, therefore, in 
scanning. the Government’s project with 
a searching eye. The propriety of the 
demand must be tested by the answers to 
two questions. Does the national situation 
exact these grave and stringent measures? 
Can the national Army be trusted 
with these formidable powers? We think 
that the Government’s answer to the 
former question will satisfy the country 
that an enlargement of the Army’s powers 
of defence is a public necessity. The 
troops are handicapped seriously to-day 
by the comparative ease with which every 
sort of outrage can be committed on them- 
selves and on the people’s life and 
property. This immunity will exist no 
longer if persons suspected of murder, 
looting or bridge-breaking can be brought 
to prompt and fair trial and, if they are 
found guilty, can receive prompt and fair 
punishment. Parliament accepted this fact 
yesterday when it accepted the “ prin- 
ciple’’ of the Government’s resolution by 
a majority of thirty votes. 

We agree heartily with Mr. Milroy's 
tribute to the national Army. It has put 
the whole country under & heavy debt of 
gratitude. Hastily organised and equipped, 
it has fulfilled peculiarly difficult tasks 
with courage, cheerfulness and restraint. 
The Army is not responsible for its own 
chief defects, which are that it is too 
small, that it is to somy extent untrained, 
and that many of its officers are lacking in 
military education and experience. We 
cannot ignore this lack of education and 
experience when we aré considering the 
establishment of military courts in which 
young officers—assisted, it is true, but not 
controlled, by a legal expert—would have 
drastic powers over the lives and freedom 
of Irish citizens. Mr. Thomas Johnson and 
other speakers suggested that military 
courts might be employed deliberately for 
purposes of tyranny and revenge. A 
greater danger, we think, is that excite 
ment or inexperience might result, quite 
honestly, in some sad miscarriages of 
justice, Ministers spoke yesterday of the 
strain and hardship which a desperate 
guerrilla warfare puts upon the spirit of 
the troops—of cruel traps and surprises, 
of the sudden and heartless taking of 
gallant life. Their speeches were effec 
tive arguments for the establishment of 
courts which will discourage these crimes. 
Such courts, however, ought to operate in 
a different atmosphere from that which 
ambush and outrage have created. While 
putting terror into the hearts of law- 
breakers, they ought to command the 
respect and confidence of every good 
subject of the State. 

Parliament's decision yesterday is no 
reflection on the wisdom of the Govern- 
ment’ or on the character of the national 
It admits the need of courts which 
will reinforce the Army’s powers to 
suppress rebellion and to re-establish 
peace and security in the land. There 
is always a risk, however, in interference 
with the normal processes of law and 
in the upsetting of institutions that 
centuries. have woven into the very fabric 
of civilised society. The risk is especially 
clear to the legal mind, which realises the 
importance of precedent; and the country 
will not lightly disregard the misgivings 
of that distinguished lawyer, Mr. Fitz- 
Gibbon, K.C., who, with his colleagues 
from Dublin University, has given loyal 
support to the Provisional Government.

We are glad to learn that the Scottish 
farmers have taken up the cudgels on 
behalf of the Irish cattle trade, and that 
an influential deputation waited on Sir 
Arthur Griffith-Boscawen in London yes- 
terday. Scotland, according to her 
farmers’ spokesman, will be wanting 
some 120,000 Irish stores within the next 


few months, and the regulations of the 


Board of Agriculture are likely to pre- 
vent her from getting them. Some time 
ago an order was promulgated, as a result 
foot-and-mouth disease scare, 
limiting the places in Scotland where 
Irish stores could be kept and sold to six 
markets—at Forfar, Fife, Stirling, Edin- 
burgh, Kincardine and Laurencekirk. 
Recently the order was extended to another 
two markets—at St. Boswell’s, Rox- 
burgh, and Belmont, Aberdeen—but these 


eight are the only places where Irish cattle 
may be received, and even here a six days’ 


detention order is in force. The Scottish 
farmers and auctioneers explained to the 
Minister of Agriculture that these un- 
necessary restrictions; had _ interfered 
seriously with the cattle trade between 
Ireland and Scotland. Irish breeders will 
not send their beasts to Scotland on the 
“off chance ” of a sale, while Scottish 
farmers in remote districts are unwilling 
to bear the expense of travelling long 
distances to make their purchases. There 


is no reason in the world why these 


regulations should not be revoked; for 


Ireland is perfectly free from foot-and- 


mouth disease. The Irish farmers will be 


grateful to their Scottish colleagues for 


their initiative, but surely it is time that 
Ireland should speak for herself.

THE AMERICAN TARIFF, 

Sir James Craig, Prime Minister of Northern 
Ireland, returned to Ulster yesterday, after his 
conference with Mr. Churchill in London. He 
travelled by the Stranraer and Larne route. 

In a few days Sir James will confer with his 
colleagues in the Ulster Cabinet with reference 
to the resumption of the sessioh of the 
Northern Parliament on October 10. 

Before he left London he was asked if he 
had any statement to make about his various 
visits to Mr. Churchill. 

Sir James replied :—‘* We have got past the 
somewhat acute times which evoked some pre- 
vious statements by me. We have got down to 
solid business, and I think I may safely say we 
ave getting on. I am very much concerned just 
now over the United States Tariff, in so far as

debarred from the succession. Prince 
Alexander, the King’s second son, becama 
King of the Hellenes and died tragically 
in 1920 from the result of a monkey's 
bite. Then came the rout of the Veni- 
zelist Government, followed by the re, 
call of Constantine after a plebiscite. 
Within two years Constantine's ambitions 
regarding Constantinople and the guardian- 
ship of the Dardanelles, with the posses- 
sion of Smyrna, have again thrown his 
country into the melting-pot. 


THE DUKE OF SPARTA. 


It is said that the demand of the revo 
lutionists is that the Duke of Sparta 
shall succeed the King, but it is by no 
means certain that he will accept the 
throne. His sympathies are said to 
march with those of ‘his father, and in 
such an event he would not prove accept- 
able to the Venizelists, who, presumably, 
will come into power again. The Duke, 
who is thirty-two, is considered one of 
the most handsome princes of Europe. 
He stands nearly 6ft. Sin. in height and 
weighs about 19 stone. He is of a studious 
disposition, although quite an athlete. 
The Duke went through some naval train- 
ing in this country before he joined the 
Greek Navy, in which he served for some 
years. 

Should the Duke of Sparta not become 
King, it is quite possible that Prince 
Christopher of Greece, a brother of Kinz 
Constantine, who is very well known in 
London, may succeed, since he is next in 
the line. It may be remembered that the 
Prince married a very wealthy* American 
lady, Mrs. Leeds, who after many 
rumours to the contrary, married the 
Prince as an equal and can thus become 
Queen of the Hellenes should her 
husband succeed. Last year the only son 
of Mrs. Leeds was married to Princess 
Xenia, daughter of the Grand Duchess 
George of Russia. 


M. VENIZELOS. 


The most important 
news is that Constantine, in abdicat-. 
ing, is following the example of his 
patron, the ex-Kaiser, and his departure 
will give a fresh and most important turn 
to the Near Eastern crisis. It may mark 
the return of M. Venizelos to power, or, 
at least, to work for his country again, 
Venizelos is not a mainland Greek, 
but comes from the A®gean islands, and

PRESIDENT’S SPEECH. 


POSITION EXPLAINED. 


Mr. Cosgrave, who proposed the adoption of 
the resolution, said that it was of very great 
importance to the Dail, and in entering into the 
reason why it was put down, one must inquire 
into the position that had been created by the 
irregular attacks upon the national army, and 
what it really meant at this moment. An at- 
tempt was being made to overthrow that Par- 
hament, and it was a direct challenge to the 
Government 

One reason put forward for the attacks by 
the irregulars was that the Treaty. had been 
accepted under duress. The people had a right 
to accept the Treaty. It was open to them to 
accept war as the alternative, but no one 
could say that the people were bound to accept 
war. e asked what was the machinery 
available. if the irregular onslaught were to 
succeed ?, So far as that House knew there was 
no political machinery avcileh'e if this armed 
outbreak were to succeed in its attack upon the 
nation il forces. 

It was not necessary to go into the condition 
of the country. This rebellion was destroy- 
ing the industry of the nation, destroying life, 
damaging public and private property, and 
menacing public security. Jt was injuring the 
health of the 2% and endangering the future 
generations. It had also given rise to & new 
propaganda. He had seen two publications by 
those supporting this warfare, and one was 
amazed to note the degree of satisfaction ex- 
pressed by these publicists, when soldiers act- 
ing under the authority of that Parliament were 
injured and maimed in the streets by ambushes, 
or attacks of one sort or another. 


HIGHWAYMEN. 


This particular rebellion had created a new 
order én the community—the highwaymen. who 
commandeered property, and loot and destroy 
to such an extent that he believed that im cer- 
tain places the people’s means of livelihood had 
been destroyed. 

Let them go back a few months and consider 
the position of the men who seized the Four 
Courts. If they were military~people who took 
part in that attack, they might claim to be 
treated as soldiers, and if their action was 
political there should be some body of opinion 
supporting their action. As a military proposi-

Now, certainly, on one occasion within the 
last week or ten days that gentleman, or an 
agent on his behalf, attempted to bribe the 
guard at Mountjoy with a view to getting out, 
and if he or any other prisoner attempted to 
escape, and if the only means of preventing his 
escape was that he should be shot, the Govern-| 
ment was taking full sibility for giving 
orders to shoot such escaping prisoners.

Mr. Desmond Fitzgerald, Minister for Foreign 
Affairs, seconded the motion.

Mr. Thomas Johnson (Labour, Mid-Dublin) 
said that the speech of the President in intro- 
ducing that momentous resolution was trifling 
with a very serious ition.

Rory O'Connor, and one would imagine that 
they were dealing with a casual resolution in a 
debating society. i 

Then the Minister for Foreign Affairs came 
along and said that the real reason was that 
the Tite of the nation was at stake. Surely if 
such was the position it was no time for the 
trifing persifilage of the President. One ‘ad a 
right to expect that there would have been a 
review of the military position and a thorough 
examination of the position before such a 
resolution was piaced before them. But they 
were again asked to confirm certain things that 
had been done by the Ministry without any 
information as to the reason why those things 
should be done. 

The resolution read im rt, “' Whereas the 
Government has entrus io the Army 
duty of securing the public safety and resiorin 
order throughout the country, and has plac 
ou the Army the responsibility for the establish- 
ment of the authority of the Government in all 
parts of the country in which that authority 1s 
challenged by force”; and ‘“‘ Whereas the Go- 
vernment recognising the force of such repre- 
sentations has sanctioned the doing by the 
Army authorities of all or any of the follow- 
ing matters and things .. .” 

Government—the Ministry—had senc- 
tioned the Army doing these things. . 
was it sanctioned? Would they produce in 
writing the form which that sanction was given, 
and what had happened since that sanction was 
given to necessitate the bringing forward of 
this resolution ? 


REASONS WANTED. 


When they were dealing with what was so 
serious a matter—the doing of which was in 
effect the handing over to the Army military 
pewer over every person in the country, setting 
up by the power of the Dail a military Dicta- 
torship—that was what they were asked to do— 
they should at least have some reasons given 
and a thorough examination and disclosure of 
the military situation. 

Anybody reading that resolution would say 
that it was a sign, not of strength, but of 
weakness—an 8.0.5. signal that the Army was 
not capable of one with the situation in the 
pew G that it would need to have power over 
all meh, civilians as well as soldiers, in peace 
or war, in any part of the country. 

He wondered if members of the Dail really 
understood what happened on this occasion. 
The Government had entrusted powers of life 
and death to the Army over every citizen. 
They had a right to know why that was neces 
sary, arid they had a right to an examination 
of the situation. They had got to be vandid, 
ani they had got to know what was the 
relationship between the Army and the Govern- 
ment. 

By what authority was the Army acting and 
what were the responsibilities of the individual 
soldier in that Army? What law were they act- 
ing under? The Army had been granted power. 
Who conferred that power to set up wmilita 
courts and try any case that the Army .ished, 
and to punish by death any civilien who broke 
a general order or regulation made by that 
Army in the future? A military dictatorship, 
indeed ! 

They denounced, everyone of them, military 
dictatorships in other countries. Russia! But 
in Russia they had the grace to set up a 
special court to try their cases. Conceivably 
it might have been necessary in certain times 
in the history of certain countries to hand over 
all power to the army, but at least that army 
would have been working under regulations 
which were known; that army had a tradition 
and an experience and an understanding cf 
civil life. 


ARMY OF “ NOVICES.”

The total number of bags despatched from 
the Rink yesterday was 501; ‘These included 
bags to 159 offices throughout Ireland, as well as 
despatches to Great Britain, thus marking a big 
increase on previous days. 

433 bags were received, bemg mails from 
Great Britain and from  practicaliy every 
county in Ireland. All mails reaching Dublin 
stations were brought jo the Rink, and letters 
were delivered to over 2,000 callers at the Rink. 

At Amiens street Central Telegraph Office the 
number of telegrams forwarded by wire was 625. 
The number received by wire was over 1,700, 
and the number transmitted 673. .

“Discussing the wages ‘cut, the statement 
save:—‘If there is any man in Ireland who 
will tell us how we can live on £1 16s. a week 
less this month than we did in August, 1921, 
we will go back to work to-morrow. 


THE PUBLIC POINT GF VIEW. 


“A special representative of the Postal 
Unions eon deputed to-day (Wednesday) to 
ascertain from city merchants and traders the 
effect of the postal strike on their business. He 
met at first with hostility from the representa- 
tives of some firms who appeared to attribute 
the entire blame for the dislocation to the 
workers. mn such cases, however, a statement 
from the Union appeared to convince them that 
there were two sides to the question. The firms 
visited numbered 28, and comprised drapery, 
provisidns, hardware, and various other mer 
chants; insurance offices and solicitors, one 
laundry, seedemen, auctioneers, and, generally 
speaking, that class of firm which receives and 
despatches a considerable amount of corte- 

ence through the post. , ! 

“Two firms declined to give any information, 
but all the others stated that their business 
was practically paralysed. Our representative 
having referred to the official etatements in the 
Preas that letters and telegrams were being 
delivered without delay, the invariable reply 
was ‘We get hardly any i ence, and 
the little we do get is days old” An im nt 
wholesale draper’s agent referred to the fact 
that a few prominent firma appeared to get 
preferential treatment.”

During question time in the Provisional Par- 
liament’s meeting yesterday afternoon Mr. 
O’Shannon (Labour) again raised the matter of 
the Press censorship. He asked the Minister 
for Defence whether his attention had been 
called to the following statements in an editorial 
in the Irish Times of September 21st, viz. :-— 

(1) “It appears, however, that a sori of 
censorship, which we know not whether to 
describe as military or civil, still exists. 

(2) “The newspapers have been ordered on 
several occasions during the past fortnight to 
omit passages from reports which their staffs 
had prepared in the ordinary way. 

_ (3 “One of these reports concerned the 
alleged treatment of Republican prisoners. 

(4) “Another contained the evidence and 
verdict at an inquest m Dublin.” 

Mr. O’Shannon. wished to know whether there 
Was any truth in the allegations marked (1), (2), 
(3), (4); if so, by whom, with what authority, 
and for what purpose were these orders given; 
and what, in fact, were the statements sup- 
pressed. i 

General Mulcahy said that the censorship of 
the Press had not been removed. It had been 
relaxed virtually to vanishing point. The 
various newspaper proprietors nad. been given 
to understand that at the present time, when 
the propagandists and distortionists were busy, 
material would come their way the publication 
of which was not compatible with general 
public safety, and they had been instructed 
that, while general “ proofs” need not be sub- 
mitted to the Censor, matter about which they 
had any doubts should be submitted to him. 

Usually if it came to notice through any one 
source that material was being circulated for 
publication that it was in the public interest 
to prohibit, a general instruction with regard 
to this matter was issued to all newspapers. 

Five such instances had occurred during the 
past fortmight. The matter referred to in 
point No. 3 consisted of untrue and inflamma- 
tory statements made at a meeting of the 
Dublin Corporation regarding the treatment of 
prisoners. . : 

The matter referred to in paragraph 4 was 
statements made at the inquest on Patrick 
Mannion, who was killed in Dublin on Septem- 
ber 17.

Few people in this country will regret the 
downfall of the German ex-Emperor’s brother- 
in-law, King Constantine, of Greéce. The 
defeat of the Greek Army made it inevitable, 
and the only surprise has been that it did not 
immediately follow the evacuation of Smyrna. 
It appears to have been imposed upon him at 
the dictation of the soldiers to whom he had 
promised victory, and whom he sent to defeat. 
His conduct during the great war showed his 
character so plainly that he should not have 
received the smallest countenance from this 
country, or rather from its Government, after 
his second accession in 1920. 

_A paltry personage vanishes from the Near 
Eastern stage; but the piece has still to be 
played out, and it is to be feared that his 
uisappearance will not simplify or better the 
conditions in which it stands, adds The T'imes. 

The Cabinet sat until a late hour yesterday 
evening. in the expectation of an answer from 
Kemal. The Prime Minister had come up to 
London expressiygto consider it. It did not 
come. There are, however, rumours that it 
is on the way, and the Cabinet is to 
meet. again at 11 this morning. It must 
be hoped that it will differ from the answer 
which, according to a Reuter message from 
Constantinople, he has sent to Sir Charles 
Harington. 

The fruits of the past policy of the Govern- 
ment are ripening before their eyes and before 
the eyes of the country with terrible rapidity. 
Strongly as the country is opposed to fresh 
hostilities, and just as is its resentment at-the 
blunders which have brought it to the verge of 
them, we believe that it will steadily support a 
policy of firmness that is free from provocation. 
It will support such a policy because its political 
instinet, b on long experience, makes it see 
that any other choice might be fatal to the 
credit on which all our greatness rests.

“TIM DOOLAN ” UP TO DATE 


The Times Nairobi Correspondent writes :— 
An isolated Sinn Feiner has strayed from the 
fold and found his way to Africa. When Mr. 
A. C. Hollis, Acting Governor of Tanganyika 
territory, was touring the part of his territory 
adjacent to Kilimanjaro, one of the features of 
the welcome by the township of Moschi was 
a congregation of thousands of Masai warriors, 
who carried on a continuous dance for five 
days and nights. Leading the extraordinary 
concourse was an individual garbed like a ‘tra- 
ditional Irishman. He had breeches, a tight- 
fitting blue swallow-tailed coat, with brass 
buttons, and a shillelagh, complete. They are 
heirlooms of his family, and he cannot teil 
their histery. Second in command was a 
warrior sporting a cocked hat of the pre-Turpin 
era. 

The story is curiously remimiscent of Rudyard 
Kipling’s tale, “Namgay Doola” in “ Life's 
Handicap,” TA. Times points out in a foot 
note. Namgay was a red-headed rebel who 
refused to pay taxes to the Himalayan King- 
dóm of which he was a subject.

CAUSE OF THE FAILURE. 


The elaborate structure of the Industria) 
Arbitration Court built by the people of 
Australia upon a foundation of splendid ideals 
and erected with an infinite amount of care, 
has begun to sway perilously, remarks 
The Times. It bent before the successive 
storms of Labour unrest which gathered and 
broke during the latter years of the war; it 
has suffered fierce and caatinuous bombard- 
ment from its assailants im the political and 
industrial communities of the Commonwealth.

Perhaps its main defect has lain 
in a lack of understanding of human nature 
in general—and the nature of the worker in 
particular—on the part both of those who 
designed and of those who administered the 
Act. For the solution of the problem Australia 
is gradually being forced to rely, not on the 
artificial laws of compulsory arbitration, but 
om voluntary contracts between masters and 
men, based on the natural laws of supply and

EFFECTS OF INFLATION. 


There was a sudden fall ín the Exchange to- 
day. After a period of comparative stability 
in the neighbourhood of 1,400, the dollar rate 
suddenly went to 1,650, and closed in the region 
of 1,635.

* SITUATION VERY OBSCURE.”

He had been through a portion of the country 
from Dublin to Limerick, and to Boyle and 
back to Dublin, and, so far as the main centre 
of the country was concerned, there was no 
work in it that an Army as such should be 
called upon to do. And he believed that in 
that portion of the country lying east of that 
triangle there was no work that an ordinary 
army of a country should be called upon to do. 

The work of dealing with the disorders and 
the irregularities in the country was being 
dealt with by the Army because the Govefn- 
ment had no other machinery to do it. They 
were now asking that certain powers should 
be given to them—such powers as no ordinary 
army in the field, dealing with conditions in 
which there was no civil administration, might 
have—powers that, from the necessity of their 
condition, they must have. They were asking 
for these powers that certain steps might be 
taken against people who committed murder, 
burned down property, and were aiming at the 
life of the country. 

They were simply an army standing in the 
gap, as they had stood in many a gap before, 
and they were going to remain in the gap 
until such time as the Government could set 
up a different type of machinery. 


MILITARY POSITION. 


The position generally in the country was 
that, so far as the military problem was con- 
cerned, it was confined to a limited number 
of somewhat out-of-the-way districts. The big 
problem that lay before the country and the 
Army was to deal with the opening up ot 
those arteries that 1t was necessary to open up, 
if the country was not to be choked. 

They had railway communication from Dublin 
to Waterford and to Mallow, and communica- 
tion with Limerick would be restored in a few 
days; but between these points wae practically 
without transport. There were no Trail: 
ways because these forces had smashed 
up the railways. Practically the whole South 
of lreland was without means of transport 
and communication, so necessary for business 
and for the natural life of the country and 
the people. 

\t no point did the Army act in an offensive 
spirit. The Army went out to protect their 
towns from- the incursion of looting bands; to 
protect railways and roads from being emashed 
up by people who sought to bring disaster 
aud destruction on the jcountry in order that 
they might bring the English back. 

The army was still confining itself to the 
work of protection and semi-construction, and, 
with (heir small resources, keeping going the 
life of the country.

The political leader chose the way out that 
the Army Executive take control and assume 
responsibility. He said he did so because it 
was most in accord with fact, and that the 
Army Executive must publicly accept respon- 
sibility. There must 4 no doubt in the minds 
of anybody on the matter. 

The rm Br eorollary was that they as & 
political party should cease to o te in any 
public way—resign in fact. Their position as 
public representatives was impossible, — 

As regards the suggestion that a joint com- 
mittee should be formed to decide the policy 
for both, the political leader said, “I fear 
this is impracticable. The political party has 
to justify itself in a way that is not expected 
from the Army. If the Army wishes to elect 
some of the personnel of the party for its 
Executive, well and good; but I am. afraid the 
task of riding two such horses as the party 
and the Army will be too much for any 
Executive.” That was on the 13th September. 

On the 14th the meeting was held, consist- 
ing of Count Plunkett, Mise MacSwiney, Tomas 
O’Donoghué, Cathal O’Murehadha, Mrs. Clarke, 
Deuig, Countess Markievicz, J. O'Mahony, 
Frank Fahy, Dr. Jim Ryan, Brian O'Higgins, 
and they agreed thet the military should take 
over control and that they as a party—that 
was, as a political party—would eo-operate. 


NO DEALINGS. 


So that from the point of view of the political 
side (proceeded General Mulcahy), afd from the 
point of view of dealing in any kind of way 
with those people who are opposed to the 
Government at the present moment, they could 
not have it. They demonstrated that to them- 
selves with broken hearts during the Army 
negotiations, and they did feel often them- 
selves that some kind of hope might be held 
out to the country that the political leaders 
would throw up the sponge eome day. They 
had now very definitely to get rid of that hope. 

Here were people ruining the trade of the 
Irish people, shooting the Irish people, de- 
stroying their property, threatening the whole 
life of the country, and they had to deal with 
the situation that was around them.

Those 
proposals were framed to act as a preventive 
againet the destruction that was going on in the 
country. The power of life and death would 
not be put into the hands of anybody: it would 
be put into the hands of one of their own 
general officers commanding any particular dis- 
trict. 

Those powere would give him better authority 
and better control over his men, and when he 
stood before a small number of them, with 
three of their comrades lying dead before them, 
be would not have to stand with his finger 
in his mouth, and say—“‘ Well, you will have to 
be more careful when you go to Maas next Sun- 
day.” 


NáTIONAL INDISCIPLINE. 


The biggest danger that they ran at the pre- 
sent time was national indiscipline, whether it 
was showing itself in Parliament or in the 
Ministry, or showing itself in the Army or in 
the people. There was so little public spirit in 
many Fig of the country that trains could 
be raided and looted, and the goods brought 
to the houses of farmers, and the latter would 
accept the loot, because they said to themselves 
that some day the irreguiara would come there 
and they would have to put them up. 

There was not in the Army anything like 
those things, or anything like the irregularity 
that found ite way into the propaganda sheets. 
The men in the Army had to put up with a 
terrible lot, and they did put up with a terrible 
lot, and, in asking for powers like these, the 
Government was making the request in order 
to prevent the men from taking upon them- 
selves authority to execute people in an un- 
authorised way—and the danger that such 
executions would take place was great, They 
had happened in one or two instances, and, in 
thousands of instances where men had not the 
self-control that the majority of the men in the 
Army had, they might be exposed to similar 
temptation. 

General Mulcahy instanced the fight between 
nine soldiers of the national Army and thirty 
irregulars between Swinford and Ballina. Five 
prisoners were taken, and, when they saw the 
dead body of a national) soldier sitting in the 
back of the lorry, they grinned and made 
jeoring remarks, and it was with difficulty that 
the officer prevented the dead soldier's com- 
rades from shooting the five of them. 

After the Macroom tr y, when men of 
the national Army were blown to pieces, some 
of the irregulars who wished to surrender were 
shot. 

They wanted to put their men into the posi- 
tion of being the chivalrous, callant men that 
they had always been, to continue to show to 
those who were fighting against the country, 
in an ugly fashion, the chivalry and the kind- 
ness and the manly disposition that they had 
shown to them invariably during the past few 
months. (Cheers.) 


AMENDMENTS. 


Mr, Darrell Figgis said that he would be 
prepared to approve of the death penalty in 
certain circumstances, but the circumstances in 
which it could be inflicted should be specified 
in the resolutions, instead of the Dail being 
asked to sign a blank cheque. He might pos- 
aibly approve of “no quarter” being extended 
to the attackers in the case of ambushes, or of 
the death penalty for the possession of arms 
when a man had been proved guilty of that 
offence before a competent court. 

He thought, also, that it was time that cer- 
tain persons who were helping, and were known 
to be helping, the forces of the opposition in 
this country should proceeded against and 
their property attainted. 

Mr. Figgis explained that he was about to 
move the following amendments :— 

“(1) Wherever the word ‘Government’ ap- 
pears to substitute the word ' Ministry.’” 

“(2) Wherever the words ‘Army authorities’ 
appear, to substitute the words ‘ Minister for 
Defence.’ '' 

“ (3) In the third paragraph, at the end of 
sub-section (a), to read— One person of legal 
knowledge and experience appointed by the 
Minister for Defence,’ instead of the words 
that now conclude the sub-section.” 

“ (4) In the ninth paragraph to read, ‘and 
the detention by such military courts and com- 
mittees of such persons for any period to 
decided by them and/or until hostilities shall 
have come to an end,’ instead of the words 
that now appear in that peragraph.” 

“(5) To add the following additional para- 
graph to the resolution :—

CLEAR THINKING, 


If this country failed to get through, failed 
to win out a democratic Government, it would 
be unfortunate, If the country failed to win 
a democratic Government because of any lack 
of clear thinking by those who were responsible 
it would be criminal. They would not do 
that. Deputies must not allow the soft- 
ness of their hearts to spread to their 
heads in considering these resolutions, but must 
get strongly and steadily in mind that the men 
who were striking hammer blows at their politi- 
cal and economic life were striking those blows 
because they thought that they could strike 
them with a fair prospect of comparative im- 
munity.

Concerning 
that, they knew the common thought among 
the e from one end of the country to the 
other. He did tot endorse that; but they knew 
that it was said, “ Why did they take prisoners 
when these 25 men surrendered to six after fir- 
ing their murderous volleys at those three 
officers >” There was no case of indiscipline 
there. . 

This country, he continued, could not inde- 
finitely endure what it has been through in this 
Black year since last  Deoemher. It 
was within their knowledge that the 
Government had duties as well as re- 
spontsibilities out of all p rtion to the 
machinery at its disposal. t was in their 
knowledge that the Government had at the 
moment only 1,500 police; that the -civil 
tribunals of the country were peculiarly placed 
at the moment. 


TRUST THE ARMY. 


He did not think that the Dail should have 
any misgivings in trusting the national Army, 
who had not shown in the past few months any 
particular blood lust. They hed shown that 
they did not forget that some of those pitted 
against them were, to some extent at any rate 


men who fought with them in the past, and 


they had shown all the time that they did not 
forget that they were dealing with their own 
people. 

e did not think sufficient attention had been 
paid to the safeguards which these regulations 
contain with regard to the proper trial and 
fair consideration of evidence. 

Mr. O'Higgins quoted the reference to the 
presence in these military courts of a person 
of legal knowledge and experience. 

He thought that it was realised that no man 
in the Government would expound to his col- 
leagues a project such ae this for any other 
motive than the belief that the national situa- 
tion demanded action of this kind, and in no 
other way could the national life be saved. 
It was from that conviction, and not from 
blood lust, that they submitted the resolution. 

Things could not go on as they were, and he 
trusted that membere would have the manliness 
to vote on the resolution, despite threats from 
outside of the consequences if they supported 
it. They felt that they could judge how much 
time was left in which the situation could be 
saved. 

To-morrow or next day they would be dealing 
with a question of an oath, and it seemed to 
him that in that oath it was not an acknowledg- 
ment of the majesty of any particular person, 
but that it was bowing the head to the majority 
of the country. There must be that bowing of 
the head if this country was to be saved. If 
it was to go down a futile thing they were de- 
termined that it would not be through any fault 
of theirs. (Applause.)

AGREEMENT WITH 
UNIONISTS. 


—-—-— - 


The following memorandum was circulated 
among the’ members of the Provisional Parlia- 


bee 
are the agreements arrived at 
President Griffith and Mr. 
Kevin O'Higgins, on the one hand, and the 
Southern Unionists, on the other. 

It-should be mentioned, first, that the adop- 
tion of the principle of portional representa- 
tion in the elections for the Dail was one of the 
mates a as ggg ee itself 
as originally pre or the purpose of giving 
effect to President Griffith's undertaking in his 
published statement on the subject. 

This matter is, therefore, not mentioned 
among the following heads of agreement, be- 
cause they were started on the assumption that 
that was already agreed to. 

The heads are, therefore, ae follows :— 

1. The Senate to consist of 60 members, of 
whom two are to elected by the National 
University of Ireland and two by the Dublin 
University. If the Six Counties remain in the 
Free State, there would also two members 
added from the University of Belfast. 

2. The remaining 56 members of the Senate 
to be elected from a panel, consisting of three 
times the number of members to be elected, 
of whom two-thirds are to be nominated by 
the Dail and one-third by the Senate, in 
which case voling according to principles of 
proportional representation and also of persons 
who have at any time been members of the 
Senate and indicate their desire to be included 
on the panel. 

3. The electorate for the Senate to be 
persone of 30 years and upwards, ; 

4. The period between the first presentation 
of a bill to the Senate and the date upon 
which it shall be deemed to be passed, 
whether the Senate agree or not, to be 270 
days, as provided by Article 37 of the Draft. 

5. Power to be given to three-fifths of the 
members of the Senate to require a referen- 
dum during the 90-day period mentioned in 
Article 46, without a petition signed, as there 
provided, that is to say, a three-fifth majority 
of ‘the Senate in session and voting may cail 
for a referendum, or, in the alternative, the 
petition there mentioned to remain. 

6. Provision to be made for joint debate of 
the two Houses in cases of disagreement, but 
not for joint voting (see end of Article 57). 
This provision not to be applied to a money 
bill, 

7. Decision on a referendum to be final, 
without further delay. Voting at the 
feferendum to be by ballot. i ' 

8. The guestion whether any particular bill 
is or is not a money bill to be certified by 
the Speaker of the Dail, subject to appea! 
to a Committee of Privileges, drawn equally 
from both Houses,: presided over by a Judge 
of the Supreme Court, who shall have a 
casting vote, but no other vote. 


THE FIRST SENATE. 


9. The first Senate to be one-half nomi- 
nated, and the other half elected by the 
Dail, the whole to be divided into four 
classes, of whom one-half of the nominated 
racmbers retire from office at the end of 
twelve years, half of the elected members at 
the end of nine years, the remaining half 
of the nominated members at the end of 
six years, and the remaining half of the 
elected members at the end of three years. 
The nominated members to be nominated 
by the President in manner calculated to 
represent minorities of interests not repre- 
sented adequately in tbe Dail, and such 
nomination to be made on the advice of the 
following bodies:—Chambers of Commerce, 
College of Physicians and College of Sur- 
geons, Benchers of King’s Inns and Incor- 
ported Law Society, the Corporations of 
Dublin and Cork. The stiptlation as to 
consultation not to be embodied in the 
Constitution, but to be contained im an under- 
taking to be embodied in a resolution of the 
new Parliament. The text of the resolution 
to be submitted to the Provisional Govern- 
ment was agreed between President Griffith, 
the Southern Unionists, and the British 
Government, and will be properly submitted 
when that portion of the Constitution is 
dealt with. 

10. A matter which gave rise to consider- 
able difference of opinion, and was ulti- 
mately, after much debate, agreed to, was 
that the constituency for the election of 
Senators should be the Irish Free State, 
taken as a whole. 

11. It was also agreed that the term of 
office of a Senator should be twelve years, 
and that no person should be eligible for 
election who had not reached the age of 35. 
years. 

12. The clauses in which these various head- 
ings of agreement are set out were first 
settled by the Law Officer on behalf of the 
Provisional Government, and by Sir F. Greer 
and Sir F. Liddell on behalf of the British 
Government and the Southern Unionists, and 
the texts were submitted at a conference and 
agreed to as they are now contained in the 
Draft Constitution. 

13. All these matters are the subject of 
deliberate agreement between the Irish Go- 
vernment representatives and the Southern 
Unionists and the British Government; and 
the Irish Government is accordingly bound 
to pass all these provisions as Government 
provisions.

FIGHT AT A GRAVEYARD.

COMPENSATION FOR INJURIES.

If the present company, officers, and 
adjutants are not carrying out their duties, 
we will have to pick men from the ranks who 
are capable and willing.”
